WHETHER Hannah shared El- 
kanah s sin by becoming the sec­ 
ond wife in his unhappy family 
we are not told. 
This may have 
been part of the 
sorrow 
with 
which her soul was troubled. 
A Prayer for Motherhood 
However that may be, Hannah 
went up with her husband to the 
house of the Lord in Shiloh in 
great bitterness of soul because 
she was childless while the other 
wife in the family had children: 
"And she was in bitterness of soul, 
and prayed unto the Lord and 
wept sore. And she vowed a vow, 
and said, O Lord of hosts if thou 
wilt indeed look on the affliction 
of thine handmaid, and remember 
me, and not forget thine hand­ 
maid, but wilt give unto thine 
handmaid a man child, then will I 
give him unto the Lord all the 
days of his life." Here is a fervent 
prayer for motherhood as God’s 
crowning glory for womanhood. 
Here, too, is a fine example of 
prenatal influence of a mother in 
shaping the character of her un­ 
born child. 
And if we want to 
know how God prepared Samuel 
to become next to Moses in great­ 
ness among all Old Testament 
characters, let us give the credit 
under 
God, 
to 
Samuel’s 
godly 
mother, as in the case of Joche- 
bed, mother of Moses. 
Both min­ 
gled a mother’s prayer with a 
mother’s milk in the making of 
the manhood God used so won­ 
drously in their sons.

more illustrious sons and daugh­ 
ters. 
"What’s In a Name?" 
The naming of a baby always is 
an interesting event in family life. 
To this godly mother it was par­ 
ticularly significant. Her son of 
prayer must have a name which 
would forever remind him that he 
was a child of prayer and conse­ 
crated to Jehovah who had given 
him in answer to prayer. 
So she 
named the child “Asked-of-God", 
for this is the meaning of "Sam­ 
uel".

DOCTOR 
DECRIES 
TREND 
TO 
HIDE 
MENTAL 
C A S E S 


IONIA, Mich., Aug. 20 
(UP) 
— Because the average family is 
reluctant to reveal the presence 
of mental diseases among its mem­ 
bers, Michigan's problems and its 
expenses in handling 
these cases 
in state hospitals as well as in pi1- 
sons has increased, according to 
Dr, I. N. La Victoire, psychiatrist 
at the Michigan Reformatory. 
A mistaken feeling of shame has 
developed through the ages about 
mental disorders, Dr. Victoire said. 
Most families seek to shelter rela­ 
tives who develop mental diseases 
instead of seeking prompt aid for 
them at public and private institu­ 
tions. 
The result, he said, is that 
such persons become worse in the 
same manner that persons phys­ 
ically ill who are not given treat­ 
ment become worse. 
This, Dr. La Victoire believes, 
leads to more cases of violent dis­ 
orders and insanity and prevents 
the recovery of many who might 
be cured. 
It also increases the 
state’s cost for treatment of the 
individuals when they have to be 
publicly institutionalized.

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THE SEVEN POINTS 
TPHE seven points which Secretary Cordell 


Hull enumerated in his radio address 
are noteworthy not only in themselves, but 
in the order in which he set them down. 
First and foremost he named economic 
reconstruction as the foundation of na­ 
tional and international well-being and 
stability. 
Economic co-operation, he made 
plain, is a foundation stone of peace. 
Eco­ 
nomic hostility is always a basis for war. 
Unless a man is completely insane, he does 
not go to w ar with a good customer or 
with a tradesman who supplies his fore­ 
most needs. 
Next in order came adherence to the 
basic principles of international law. 
In 
other words, a nation's word should be 
as good as its bond, and it should take 
pride in that attitude. 
The third was respect for and obser­ 
vance of treaties. 
This point is really in­ 
cluded in the second, separated from it 
for the sake of emphasis. 
The fourth is voluntary self-restraint: 
abstentation 
from 
force 
and 
from 
meddling, settlement of differences by 
peaceful processes. 
This calls for positive 
effort in the maintenance of peace; the 
' ‘abstentation” is not negative but con­ 
structive. 
Number five suggests that all nations 
limit and progressively reduce their arm a­ 
ment. 
This they could do if with the first, 
second and third in practice they could be 
released 
from 
the 
tension 
and 
drive 
of fear. 
Number six asks for collaboration and 
free intellectual interchange of ideas, with 
the purpose of promoting better under­ 
standing among nations. 
Number seven bespeaks international 
co-operation in such ways and by such 
methods as may be practicable for the 
advancement of this program. 
Viewed from the borders bristling with 
intellectual, emotional and militaristic hos­ 
tilities, this may sound idealistic and im­ 
practical. 
Viewed from the regions of the 
great democracies, the seven points are as 
practical as the maxims of Poor Richard, 
as simple and sensible as the Golden Rule. 
Will the nations be able to believe this? 


SHEPPARD HEADS PROBE 
ASH1NGTON — There were titters in 


the press gallery when Vice President 
Jack G arner announced the appointment 
of Senator Morris Sheppard as chairman of 
the Campaign Expenditures Committee. 
Some of the boys thought it was a great 
joke that the gentle, soft-spoken little 
Texan should be given the tough job of 
riding herd on electioneering funds. 
But the guffaws were unfair to Shep­ 
pard. 
It is true that in manner and per­ 
sonality he is the antithesis of the hard­ 
boiled, whip-cracking prober. 
But there 
is nothing soft or weak about him. 
In his 
unobtrusive way, Sheppard is one of the 
most resolute men in Congress. 
He has no flair for circus stunting or 
headlines. 
No committee he has directed 
in his many years in public life has in­ 
dulged in hoop-la stuff. 
Sheppard is not 
built that way. 
He works methodically, 
deliberately, and with unyielding perse­ 
verance. 
The Campaign Expenditures Commit­ 
tee will 
produce 
no 
pyrotechnics, but 
neither will it be a carnival of buffoonery 
or a stench of underhand partisan intrigue 
and skullduggery. 
The report Sheppard 
will make next January will be an honor­ 
able and forthright statement of facts— 
as have been his fewr informal observations 
to date.

Wesley Jones (late of W ashington), and 
the other two are Morris Sheppard.”

“ I arn no hypocrite and I w on’t be one 
to save my seat,” he said. 
“ I’m a dry 
because I believe in it and not because 
there are not votes in it.”

What Do Folk Mean by term, “Nervousness ’? 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, WL U. 
THE TERM 
'‘nervousness” 
Is 
used so frequently to explain some 
symptom that it has become com­ 
monplace, yet it Is quite doubtful 
if many persons could give a clear­ 
cut definition of the term or possess 
more than the slightest fundamen­ 
tal knowledge of its cause. 
To 
most 
laymen 
nervousness 
means some disease of the nerves, 
in the sense that the nerve# of 
nervous people differ in some way 
from those of a placid person. 
It 
is doubtful if many have ever 
thought to inquire in just what 
manner this difference could be 
demonstrated. 
As a matter of fact, the medical 
profession is totally unable to de­ 
termine the slightest difference be­ 
tween the nerves of a nervous 
person and a placid one. 
When the physician says, "Your 
nerves are upset” or "You are

nervous,” or "You are on the verge 
of a nervous breakdown,” he does 
not mean at all that your nerves 
would show the slightest variation 
from the normal if examined under 
the microscope. 
The term is a 
misnomer and does not have any 
direct bearing on nerves at all. 
It means that 
through 
some 
cause, which it is the physician’s 
duty to discover if possible, the 
patient presents certain evidences 
of unusual agitation or anxiety and 
through this develops symptoms in 
various parts of the body. 
It sim­ 
ply means an abnormal "state of 
mind” or an overstimulation or ac­ 
tivity of the emotional centers, and 
has nothing whatever to do with 
organic disease. 
It is quite the 
common thing to observe, however, 
an 
actual 
disturbance 
in 
the 
physiology or organs induced en­ 
tirely through nervous influences, 


and these may be so profound as to 
completely incapacitate the patient. 
Some of the most serious prostrat­ 
in g illnesses have their entire in­ 
ception in an abnormal emotional 
state, and tax tile patience and in­ 
genuity of the physician. 
Lose Appetit© From Shock 
Almost every adult has experi­ 
enced a sudden loss of appetite or 
inability to eat a meal after a se­ 
vere fright or shock. 
Has it ever 
occurred to you to ask the reason ? 
You know, in a general way, that 
it is some way connected with the 
nerves and that you w'ere so "up­ 
set” that you simply could not eat, 
that your appetite was completely 
gone. 
In fact, if you had tried to 
eat, against your better judgment, 
the stomach would have disgorged 
it immediately. 
Now multiply this well known 
experience by 300, stretching the 
imagination over a period of three 
months, and try to conceive of a 
chronic state of fear or shock or 
anxiety with loss of appetite during 
this entire time, with occasionally 
a slight let-up in the symptoms, 
just sufficient to permit the taking 
of enough food to prevent absolute 
starvation, and you have a mental 
picture of a very common disorder. 
There is no question but that these 
things occur in just the manner 
described, and the only explanation 
is some profound disturbance of 
the emotional centers. 
The brain 
and nerves of this sort of person 
may be exactly like those of a 
normal healthy person in appear­ 
ance and reaction to all sorts of 
tests.

John Wesley Powell, 
who w anted some pictures printed. 
Fennemore did the job and Maj. 
Pow'eli took the prints back to 
Washington. 
With the aid of the 
pictures the officer succeeded in 
getting enough money from Con­ 
gress to outfit an expedition to the 
Grand Canyon. 
Powell remembered Fennemore 
and offered the youth a chance to 
go on the exploration as official 
photographer. 
“Of course I went,” said Fenne- 
more. 
Crude Printing Method 
A photographer in those days 
didn’t have the easy task he has 
now. 
He had to make his wet 
plates and expose and print them 
all within five 
minutes. 
That 
meant he had to have a darkroom 
with him wherever he w'as. 
“I used to get so tired climbing 
rock walls with my stuff th a t I d 
think I was dying. 
Then I’d have 
to set up a collapsible darkroom 
and 
crawl 
Inside to roast to 
death,” he recalled. 
Fennemore remained with the 
expedition seven 
months, 
going 
from Lee’s Ferry up the Colorado 
river and into the mouth of the 
Grand Canyon. 
“Every day was an adventure,” 
he said. 
‘We started on Feb. 28 
from Salt Lake City and took the 
stage as far as Toquerville. 
We 
outfitted in Johnson’s Canyon east 
of Kanab and set out overland for 
the Colorado river.” 
The expedition ran out of sup­ 
plies in what Fennemore term s the 
“Henry Mountains." 
Here they 
ran onto a band of renegade Indi­ 
ans. 
Indians Were Rustlers 
“We tried to be friendly.” he 
said, 
“but 
they 
fled 
the first 
chance they got. 
We 
followed 
along, hoping their tracks might 
lead us to a path over a range be­ 
tween us and the river. 
We ran 
into a bunch of canyons and found 
there the skulls and hoofs of hun­ 
dreds of cattle. No w'onder the In­ 
dians had run. 
They had 
been 
rustling cattle from the north and 
had been taking them down there 
to eat.” 
The expedition then made its 
way over the range by digging 
steps for horses and men in a 
loamy cliff, Fennemore said. 
Once inside the Grand Cayon, 
Fennem ore decided to return to 
Salt Lake City. 
“I went back to my old picture 
gallery,” he said, “but I didn’t 
stay long. 
I decided I ought to 
give people around the state a 
chance to 
get 
their 
pictures 
taken.” 
Had Wagon Gallery 
Fennemore constructed a col­ 
lapsible gallery and loaded it and 
his paraphernalia on wagons and 
started out. The gallery and m ate­ 
rials took two wagons. It took two 
days to set it all up and one to 
get it dowm. A year and a half 
later, Fennemore arrived in the 
booming little town of Beaver. 
For the next year and a half he 
took pictures of the soldiers at 
F ort Cameron to send to their 
sweet hearts and also photograph­ 
ed cowboys, miners, prospectors 
and fanners. 
“I have taken at least one pic­ 
ture of nearly every one in the 
state of U tah,” he declared. 
The for the next 16 years he 
operated a photography store and 
also went into the sawmill busi­ 
ness. 
In 1893 the store burned 
down. 
It was the year of the panic. 
“ It didn’t look so good,” said 
Fennemore, “so I decided to take 
a trip to Europe and rest, I never 
have gone back to work.”
